The 5 said Congress had 
failed to provide for the “adequate 
development of the naval establish- 
ment on the Pacific Coast to make 
“even half wa for the 
naval aviation, authorize the 
construction of a — new ship.“ 
and to appropriate sufficient money 
for essential ship repairs. “Failure 
to meet these outstanding needs,“ 
he added, “was a matter for na- 


‘tional regret.

Never 
in the history of the State have the 
farms and ranches been so overrun 
with the depredating little animals 
as now. It is estimated that huts. 


dreds of thousands of dollars’ worth —

ing by myriads more than a year ama. 
and they have been constantly 
creasing in numbers ever since. Rata 
and mice have invaded the homes 
and premises of townspeople and 
have become a destructive nuisanes® 
generally. In the plains region of 
Western Texas the country is dotted 
with nests of the big field rate. In 
Southern Texas the wood rats have | 
almost obliterated the ever-present 
cactus, or prickly peur plants, by 
burrowing under the roots, cansing 
the plants to die. 

According to the State Fire Com- 
mission the rats and mice which now 
infest Texas like a plague are the | 
cause of many fires. It is asserted 
that during the month be April the 
burning of seventy barns was traced 
to rats or mice gnawing mate 
which had been carelessly left in 
the buildings.

But 
when the Long Beach merchants set 
forth that, judging by past experi- 
ence, they had stocked none but the 
most cloth-conserving of 
suits for women, the Long 
solons decided that business is busi- 
ness, and pigeon-holed the ban, 
Last year, according to the mer-

George Holman Coffin, senior 
member of the realty firm of George

men of the Southland, died early 
Saturday morning at his home, 1739 
Sy ore avenue, Hollywood, after 
an iliness lasting thirteen weeks. 
Mr. Coffin was 60 years of age. The 
funeral, to be conducted by Rev. Dr. 
Mundy of Pasadena, will be from 
the home Tuesday afternoon at 2 
o'clock. Burial will be in Moun- 
tain View Cemetery, Pasadena. 
George H. Coffin was born in 18 
dianapolis and went East after

Urtzent requests by the Board of 
Fire Conimissioners that many of the 
eity’Ss schools be made safe for the 
children who overcrowd the present 
dilapidated wooden buildings, cafi- 
net be met, officials of the School De- 
partment declared yesterday, unless 
the proposed $9,000,000 bond issue 
is approved by the voters Tuesday. 
It was stated that literally hundreds

Superintendent of Schools Dor- 
sey has again and again stated that 
some of the school-houses are liter- 
elliy fire traps.’ But, she pointed 
out, unless money is provided, noth- 
ing can be done to eliminate the 
real possibility of a catastrophe. 

An appeal addressed to the voters 
yesterday by the school officials, says: 

“What parent in Los Angeles 
would deliberatel} endanger, at 
home, through a heavy fire risk, his 
child’e life’ 

“Yet, nekriy 100,000 boys and girls 
ars sutjected to such a risk in dilapi- 
school buildings which are lit- 
rally, fire trape. ese old wooden 
structures are a continual source of 
anxiety to the school authorities. Sév- 
eral hundred thousands of dollars are 
needed to make the schdol-hovuses 
safe, Yet. who would quibble over 
the money- if it were his little child 
whose life was destined to destrut- 
tion in a School fire?’ 

Votets should make sure of the 
precinets in whith they are to cast 
their ballot Tuesday, as thee will be 
but 203 pollings places in the city.

GRAUMAN ORCHESTRA. 


POPULAR APPEAL OF EVENTS 
IS MANIFESTED. 


By Jeanne Redman. 

The first of Grauman’s Sunday 
Symphony Orchestra concerts was 
played to a very large audience yes- 
terday morning, Arthur Kay con- 
ducting, and from every evidence the 
series is to be immensely popular. 
The program was typical of the 
“pops” given by large symphony or- 
chestras throughout the country, and 
Kay, who formerly conducted pop- 


ular concerts for the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra, manifested a 
thorough familiarity with that de- 


scription of work. He evidenced a 
sincere musicianship and a fine oo 
trol of his forces 

The soloist, Viadimir Graffman, 
a violinist who comes here with 
recommendation from Jascha 
Heiftz, and the added glory of bein 
a pupil of Auer, master-maker o 
violinists, Graffman is a very inter- 
esting young virtuoso. He played 
the difficult Paganini Concerto in ad 
Minor, and for encore, Schubert's 
“Ave Maria.” His interpretation of 
the Concerto was arresting, in that 
he presented it more slowly than is 
the custom, thereby eliminating the 
usual habit of playing Paganini, as 
though solely for the effect of pro- 
techniques, It seems to be the cus- 
tom to hasten as much as possible 
the tempo of the old violinist’s 
works, but “’Graffman gets more 
music by slower tempo, save, of 
course, for the cadenzas, which he 
pidved very rapidly. 

His tone is clear and silky, and 
he has some fime double stops. He 
js, as yet, rather uneven—some pas- 
sages are brilliant and astonishingly 
well-poised, but he does not main- 
tain his best work consistently. The 
same irregularity was noticeable iu 
the “Ave Maria,” demanded by 
lengthy and vigorous applause from 
the audience which delighted in this 
new “find.” 

Many familiar faces were observ- 
able in the orchestra, notably Henry 
Svedrovsky of the Philharmonic as 
concertmaster (how facile and sure 
his fingering is!) and, if I am not 
mistaken, Josef Rosenfeld, first 
viola of the Philharmonic, Whose 
pizzicato ‘was fine in the Tschaikow- 
sky. 

The latter, by the way, made evi- 
dent a need for more basses, which 
undoubtedly will be obtained soon. 
Except for this the strings are very 
well-balanced, and give a good 
volume, 

Kay, I thought, did his best work 
with the Tannhauser“ overture, in 
which he maintained a good tempo, 
although he gave much allowance 
for several pronounced rubatos. He 
was extremely successful also with 
the two Grainger numbers, “Shep- 
herd’s Hey” and “Irish Melody,” and 
with the concluding selection, Rim- 
eky-Korsakoff s “Caprice Espagnole,”’ 
which is very modern in rhythm and 
interval, and which won a tre- 
mendous applause, 

Next Sundays concert promises 
the brilliant young violinist again, 
and, among other interesting things. 
the third act prelude to “Lohen- 
grin.”
